Evidence of Returned Prosperity 


Shown in New Yofk, 


Currency to Pay Employes 


is Scarce. 


NEW YOKE, July 14. —Many busi. 


ness 
houses report that in paying 


salaries aud other business transaction8 


they were paying out and receiving 
gold instead of currency or bills. This 
fact caused much inquiry aud it 
developed that while the supply of 
money is normal there ia au uuusua) 
scarcity of paper money in this city. 


This scarcity of currency, according 


to officials of the sub-treasury, is due 
primarily 
to the greatly increased 


prosperity of the country. It was said 
that there is now more money in gen- 
eral circulation, iu the bauds of the 
people, east, west and south thau there 
has been for a long while. 


There is $1,100,000,000 of currency 


in the United States. Of this amount 
about $18,000,000 or $20,00,0000 re 
mains in the treasury. The outflow 
of currency has been, iu the main, 
westward. It is crop time, aud the 
fields have been fertile. 
Moreover, iu 


shipping money to the west and south, 
New York correspondents of banks in 
those sections find that bills are more 
conveniently handled than gold. Thus 
the withdrawal of small bills, par. 
ticnlarly from this center, has been 
heavy.

That does not mean a scarcity of 


money here, thong'i, ^ according 
to 


experts, it is said that many banks iu 
the city have on hand a considerable 
amount iu bills of all denominations, 
but they expect a more marked scarcity 
of those in the near future.

MRS. 
NEWMAN'S STORY. 


Mra Newman is the wife of Will- 


iam Newuiau, who is connected with 
the Decatur Cracker company. The 
couple reside in a cottage ou Cleve- 
land avenue in Riverside Place, and 
have too bright twin boys. TheJPost- 
Dispatch prmta tnia interview with 
Mrs. Newman: 


"I had been in St. Louis with my 


little twin sons visiting my parents in 
Ashland place, and ou Jnly 2 last I 
visited Holy Rosary church at the 9 
o'clock children's mass, I did iiot 
know the rules of the church, having 
resided in Deoatnr for three years, 
ever since my marriage to Mr. New- 
man, which occurred iu St Lonis on 
February 10, 1806. I had been in the 
habit of attending the German Holy 
Ghost church, but ou the Sunday in 
question I went alone to the Holy 
Kosary church. Juct as I entered the 
door I was met by Father Lavery, 
who said to me: 'Don't you know 
this is childrou's muss.' speaking in a 
very aiigry tone and seeming to be 
greatly excited. 


I answered: 'No, I did not, as I 


am unaccustomed to coming here. It 
is tho only convenient mass I can come 
to on account of my little children.' 


I don't want it to occur again,' 


said Father Lavery, in a vary angry 
tone. 


I will say that the conduct of 


Father Lavery was very unbecoming 
for a priest, and his words and man- 
ner attracted the attention of all with- 
iii hearing, the scene being 
very 


mortifying aud humiliating to me. 
Another priest was conducting mass 
at tbe time, aud I remained until dis- 
missal. After the service, on the walk 
iu front, I went op to Father Lavery 
and demanded an apology. He aii- 
swored that ho did not feel that he 
had insulted me. I then said it was 
my purpose to report him to Arch- 
bishop Kain that evening or when ray 
hnsbaud should come down from De-

"opened the eyes of manufacturers in 
general to the possibility of greater 
profits implied in the successful fusion 
of a number of businesses in one line 
of production." Recently trust-mak 
ing has been going ou with a rush m 
Great Britain. ^Engineering mentions 
W about to be entrusted the business 
of wool oombing, the i-Scotch cotton 
yarn dyers, the Rochdale flannel and 
blanket manufacturers, the worsted 
yarn and Blubbing yarn dyers, 
the 


velvet dyers, 
the 
carNl dyers, the 


rubber manufacturers, the Lancashire 
coal owners, the wall paper makers 
and the armor-plate makers. 


These are a few only, bnt they are 


enough to send the "tariff-made trust" 
nonsense kiting higher than the biggest 
rocket set off in the United States on 
the Fourth of July. 


Although this London journal is

Why the trust has an unbreakable 


grip npon the world can be understood 
as easily as that model of clear state- 
ment, the Chicago platform planit 
declaring for the free coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 without the aid 
or consent of any other nation. 


The incentive to the organization of 


trubts in competitive countries regard- 
less of whether free trade or protec- 
tion prevails, is the cheapening of 
production for the extension of trade. 
tu this sense trusts may be logical and 
proper, bnt when organized to ad- 
vaneo prices they are doomed to a 
slimt life.

IN THREE CENTURIES. 


Many Kern Bar* l» the 


Will See tho TweBtleth Open— 


•ervla's Uaar Centenarians. 


People don't live to be as old a« 


Methuselah these days, but thei e are a 
number now living- who, if they last UQ 
til the end of next year, will have seen 
three centuries. That, of course, does 
not mean that they then will be 300 
years old, but only that they were born 
at the close of the eighteenth century 
and lived through this wonderful nine 
teenth to see the opening- of the to-be- 
more-wonderful twentieth. 


There urn a number of these old peo- 


ple in the United States, and some oi 
them -were bom hare, when the repub- 
lic was in its infancy. They saw the 
times that "tried men's souls;" they re- 
member Washington and his contineri' 
tala, and old Tippecanoe Harrison, and 
old Winfleld Scott, and Zachary Taylor 
fighting in Mexico at the head of the 
American army; and McClellan, 
Grant, and Lee, and Stonewall Jackson, 
and Sherman, and Sheridan mixing ii 
up In the fratricidal strife that marked 
the passing- of slavery and the martyr- 
dom of Lincoln; they saw the flrsi 
steamboats and the first railroad trains 
and the introduction of electricity; and 
in their old ag-e they ha\e come Upon 
people balancing theinsel"cs upon two 
wheels and traveling about o\er tha 
country at surprising speed; they hava 
wondered at the harnessing of electric- 
ity and its use as a motive power to 
drive oars and carriages, and enginei 
that once wero run by steam; they have 
just seen a war between nations finished 
oft iti a few short months, with modern 
fighting implements, that in their* 
youth nould have lasted for years; they 
have seen the United States grow from 
an infant republic to a world power, 
and they appreciate the mirvelous in 
the things that to the youth of, to-day 
seem commonplace. 


There were no records of births and 


deaths kept in this country when these 
old people, were young, so there is no 
way in which their nnmbor can be 
computed with exactness. But a com- 
petent authority has estimated that 
there are at least 700 of them scattered 
about over the states. In the older 
countries of Europe, however, these 
records have long been kept vp, and 
over there it has been figured out that 
on the first day of the twentieth cen- 
tury there will be over 4,000 persons 
living v, ho were alive on the last dSy of 
the eighteenth century. 


Servla is especially the country of 


centenarians, and leaves all other Eu- 
ropean countries hopelessly in the rear 
in tho longevity race. On« man in 2,260 
has seen 100 years, and, in all, Servia 
boasts 575 men of 100 years or over. 


Ireland ranks next with one cen- 


tenarian in every 8,130 of the popula- 
tion, or 578 In all,—N. Y. Press. 


RAILS GROUND TO DUST. 


at I* the Effect of tlie Conntnnt 


Wear and Tear on a 


Railroad. 


Ag conuuniers of fcteel the railroads in 


the vicinity of Pittsburgh lead the 
world. During tte past three months 
170 miles of new steel rails, a\eiaging 
90 poumla to the jard, haie been put 
down or distributed within 30 milee of 
the center of the city. 


There are 1,700 yards in o mile, -which 


•would mean OTB.SOO yards for one line 
of rails In 170 miles, or^B,928,000 pounds, 
or aa.y 83,856,000 pounds for both lines 
of rails, 01 269,233 tons of btecl rails 
needed in one j ear for Pittsburgh roads, 
90 per cent, of which was for renewals 
on old lines. 


There Is somewhat of a mystery re- 


garding where the steel -norn out on 
a big road goes to. It is ground down 


ofct to Imperceptible dust by the 


constant 
friction of tho grinding 


wheels, and this friction it, 45 per cent, 
greater on curves than on straight 
stietchcs of track. The \vear is also 
much greater on ascending giades on 
u straight track than on a descending 
giade. On curves the wear is mostly 
lateral or horizontal, while on straight 
track it is perpendicular, with a, slight 
inclination towaid the inside Of the 
rail nest to the flanges of the wheels. 


The millions of tons of steel ground 


down to dust by the wheels of trains in 
this country are lost. It cannot be re- 
gained for scrap, because it 
settles 


clown into the ballast, is brushed away 
by the rush of air caused by the bwiftly 
moving- train, and, like the star dust 
.vhich falls upon the ocean, is lost for- 
ever. 


In time, as civilisation and the wheels 


of civilization move on, the railroads of 
the chief steam railways, as well as part 
of the edjoining ground, will become 
thoroughly Impregnated with steel and 
iron dust from the grinding up of rails 
and wheels, because it muet bo remem- 
bered that the wheels grind the rails 
and the rails grind the wheels, and this 
constant bhower of iron and steel dust 
Is accumulating along our railroads at 
a rapid rate.—Pittsburgh Dispatch.

The sloth U by no means a small ani- 
mal, and yet it can only travel 50 pace* 
In a day; a worm crawls only five Inches 
in 50 seconds; but a laSy bird can fly 
30,000,000 times its own length in lees 
than an hour.

WOMEN OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Their Redeeming Feature I» Their 


ftvvtme of Absolute Personal 


Cleanltne** and Neatnea*. 


The aristocratic Philippine matron 


and her daughters indulge in no greater 
bodily exercise, if they *an help it, than 
1hat 
required for driving or shopping. 


But the peasant woman shares her hus- 
band's work, whatever it may be, labor- 
Ing at the plow behind an ungainly car- 
abao (water-buffalo) in the paddy-field, 
or helping to pole a huge lorclut, or co- 
conn ut raft, up or down the river, be- 
sides attending to her domestic) cares. 
And I take pleasure in saying that, 
whatever its proprietor's rank or sta- 
tion, the native Philippine nipa hut is 
Invariably a marvel of neatness and 
cleanliness a» to its interior; far su- 
perior in this respect to the average 
Bpanish dwelling house, be it that of a 
merchant's clerk or that of the govern- 
or general. Sp far as the latter are con- 
eerned, a decent servant girl, such as 
are employed in America and England, 
would not be content to remain in one 
two dayg. 


Hundreds of girls are employed in th« 


great cigar factories; and other* in the 
convents labor to weave tie far-famed 
plna lace of the Philippines, several at 
« time squatting on the ilour around a 
single frame end manipulating ~"with 
ddft fingers the infinitesimally delicate 
fiber*. 
Sometimes they work for 


months to complete a single mantilla 
or handkerchief. These native women 
ar« rarely employed by the European 
residents as domestio servants, except 
in the capacity of lady's maid or chil- 
dren'* nurse, and even these positions 
are often occupied by boys. They are 
very unreliable, and the utter absence 
of the sense of gratitude, BO character- 
istic of the entire Philippine race, ren- 
der* it an almost hopeless and very ex- 


•asperating task to attempt to train 


them us servant*. Their only redeem- 
ing feature 1* their sense of absolute 
personal cleanliness, but in spite of this 
Many Kuropean women prefer to go to 
the expense and trouble of importing a 
Chinese nma from Hong-Kong or Can- 
ton, rather than to intrust hex children 
to the care of a native girl; although 
when in her own capacity as a mother 
the Filipino, BO far aa observation goes, 
leaves nothing to be desired-—Charles 
Bryant Howard, in Woman'* Home 
Companion..

LAYING A HAVANA CABLE. 


How the Work It Done—Landing the 


Line I« a Most Difficult 


Tank. 


The laying of a second cable from Ha- 


vana to the Florida coast is one of tha 
results of the development of closer re- 
lations between this country 
nnd 


Cuba. The new line is being laid by 
the Commercial Cable company, which, 
failing to secure special authority from 
Washington, is going aheud under the 
post-roads act, which will give the post- 
master general power to fix its rates for 
oflicial messages and authorize the gov- 
ernment to take o\er the line at any 
time on appraisal. 


The business of making nnd laying 


cables has been reduced to an exact 
scjence since the Agamemnon and the 
Niagara planted the first submarine 
telegraph line between Europe and 
America in 1S5S. The machinery ond 
methods of a modern telegraph-ship, 
like the Commercial company's Mackay- 
Uennett, do not differ radically, how- 
ever, from those of the experimental 
stage. 


The cable itself varies with the water 


in which it is to lie. The bottom of 
the Gulf of Mexico is serrated with coral 
reefs, and its waters are infested by the 
teredo, against whose ravages special 
armor is required. This will m;ike the 
Cuban cable unusually heavy nnd cost- 
ly. First comes the core, or conductor, 
consisting of intertwined copper wires; 
then an insulating covering of gutta- 
percha, then a layer of jute yarn, then 
a sheathing of steel wires, with another 
layer of jute, and a bituminous coating 
over all. The core is the same size 
throughout, but the sheathing varies, 
being thickest for shallow and thinnest 
for deep water. 


On board ship the cable is kept coiled 


in huge round iron tanks in the liold. 
On a platform projecting over the bow 
is a large iron pulley, back of which is 
a revolving drum. This is the picking- 
up apparatus. At the stern is the pay- 
ing out gear, similar, but with the addi- 
tion of four retarding wheels, a brake, 
and a dynamometer to record the 
amount of strain the cable is subjected 
to. When laying actually begins the 
great cable glides up from its coil in 
the tank like a graceful but intermin- 
able serpent, passes o^er the retarding 
wheels, takes several turns around the 
brake drum, under the dynamometer, 
over the stern pulley, aud into the wa- 
er. In good weather it can be paid out 
at the rate of seven nautical miles an 
hour. 


Landing the cable is the most difficult 


tusk. This is done by small bouts. A 
short section of the strand is coiled into 
one of these, or on a lighter, and towed 
inbliore. Cables are seldom lauded in 
harbors, and the task of getting them 
ashore through the surf is frequently a 
risky one, for which reason the men en- 
gaged are provided with life preservers. 
Ouce on dry land the line is anchored in 
a cable hut, a rough structure built near 
the water. The cable-ship next pays 
out imtil deep water is reached, when 
the cable is scaled at the end and let 
down to the bottom attached by a rope 
to a buoy. This is done at both land- 
ings. Then the deep-sea section ia 
spliced to one of the shore endsand paid 
out until theolher shallow water section 
is reached. There the final splice is 
made and the line is ready for working. 
Telegraphic connection is maintained 
with the shore as the cable runs out. 
and constant electrical tests are made,

In 1806 the Great 


Eastern grappled and recovered, in 
midocean, the Atlantic cable, whioh 
had parted there the year before, and 
in 1894, when the Faraday was laying 
the Commercial company's third At- 
lantic line, both the buoyed shore ends 
were lost and afterward picked up. 
Instances like these furnish romance 
and excitement for the men on the 
cable-ships.—Collier's Weekly.

ITEA'IS OF ARCitiiiiX. 


Ancient Roman* and Fenian* 
Were Wonderful M«»t«r» 


of the Art. 


Everybody has heard the story ol 


William Tell, who aliot an apple from 
the head of his son with a bow and 
arrow, and of the wonderful feats ol 
liobln Hood, who roamed the green 
woods of "Merrie England," nnd could 
bring down a wild goose on the.Ving 
or split an opponent's arrow with hit 
own. 


There are many other curious feats 


of archery, however, that are not so 
well known. There was a famous Wil- 
liam of Cloudeslcy, who split a hazel 
wand with his shaft from a distance ol 
2BU yards. 


Homer tells how Penelope promised 


her many tuitors that he only should 
be favored 
Who first Ulysses' wondrous bow should 
i- 
bend 
And through 12 rln«lets the fleet arrow 


send, 


well knowing that only her husband 
could display such power, in proof ol 
which, when they failed, he rewon his 
wife, for, bending his elbow. 
The whlZBlns arrow vanished from the 


string, 
Sung on direct and threaded every ring. 


The Romans were very skillful bow- 


men, although, they discarded the 
weapon in warfare, trusting to the 
charge and to hand-to-hand fighting. 
Many of the Roman emperors were fa- 
mous archers. It is said that Domitian 
would place boys in the circus at u con- 
siderable distance from him, and as 
they held up their hands with the fin- 
gers outspread he would send the ar- 
rows between them with such nicety 
and accuracy of aim that he never in- 
flicted a wound. 


The wicked Emperor 
Commodus 


boasted he never missed lu's aim or 
failed to kill the wild beast he shot 
with a single arrow. He wo'uld set a 
[shaft in his bow as some wild beast 
was set free in the circus to devour 
a living criminal condemned to die. 
Just when the furious animal was 
springing on his prey the emperor 
would strike it dead at the man's feet. 
Sometimes 100 lions were let loose at 
once, in order that he with 100 arrows 
might kill them. With arrows, the 
heads of which were semi-circular, he 
would sever the necks of the ostriches 
in full flight. 


The Persian archers, according to 


Charlian, practiced at a mark placed 
on top of n must 26 feet from 
the 


ground. Toward this the horseman 
rode, with bent bow, at full speed, und 
In passing the mark turned and shot 
at it backward, sometimes to the right 
nnd sometimes to the left, seldom miss- 
ing. The Persian bow required a pull 
of 500 pounds. 


It is said that the Turks were at one 


time very skilled archers. 
An old 


writer says thut they practiced regu- 
larly with the bow from the time they 
were seven or eight years old to man- 
hood. It was a common feut for them 
to shoot several arrows from a distance 
oC ten yards into a mark not larger 
than a die. In July, 1792, Mahmoud 
Kffendi, secretary to the Turkish em- 
bassy at London, shot an arrow 415 
yards partly against the wind. In 179f> 
the sultan of Turkey shot an arrow 792 
yards—a feat scarcely surpassed by 
those attributed to Robjn Hood.—Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Tribune. 


THE ARTFUL RAVEN. 


Two or Three Intereitlngr Anccdottm 


ot the Blrd'i W«ll-Knovrn 


Many stories are told of the clever- 


ness of the raven, a bird that really 
seems to have reasoning powers. One 
of these stories tells how a raven, by a 
bkillful stratagem, got a hare for its 
dinuer. It had pounced upon the lit- 
tle animal, but the mother hare drove 
it away. 


Then the raven slowly *>treated, en-

can talk. A gentleman, while traveling 
through the woods in the south of Eng- 
land, was startled by hearing a shout 
Df "Fair play, gentlemen; fair play!" 
uttered in loud tones. The cry being 
Dresently repeated, the traveler thought 
it must proceed from some one in dis- 
tress, and at once began to search for 
him. 
He soon discovered two ravens 


fiercely attacking a third. He was so 
struck with the appeal of the oppressed 
bird, that he promptly rescued him.. 


It turned out that the victim was a 


tame raven belonging to a house in the 
neighborhood, and the cry that it had'1 


•jspd so opportunely was »ne of many 
that it had been taught to utter. — Phil- 
adelphia Times.
